As the simple and •Acient diamond 
: frame bicycle hai reJMlned practi- 
cally unchanged l« general appear- 
ance and d«if c fpr twenty years, it 
is probable that :th* younger riders 
of thJi fenaratlon look upon the 
machine as having been evolved di- 
Vtctly in iti present form.
